In a further effort to have Albany 
included in the Alameda County 
Mosquito Abatement District, Mrs. 
Kathie Zahn, 907 Santa Fe Avenue, 
appeared at the regular meeting of 
the Alameda ‘County Board of Su- 
Pervisors, June 19. In a prepared 
statement to members of the board, 
she stated that she “represented a 
group of citizens who feel that this 
nuisance and health menace, due to 
mosquitos, should be 
Albany”

visors to take advantage of an emer 
gency clause in 
Senate bill.

The bill, No. 636, states, according 
to Mrs. Zahn: “The measure is one 
designed to prevent the spread of 
malaria, sleeping sickness and other 
diseases, by destroying the mosquito 
which carries them.” 





Her letter to the Supervisors also 
stated: “Various types of mosquitos 
including the merely ‘pesty’ types as 
well as those that ate disease carry- 
ing, such as the Culex Tarsalis, which 
is one of the principal vectors of 
epidemic yirus encephalitis in Cali 
fornia, were found in Albany and 
identified as such by Prof. W. B. 
Herms at the University of Califor- 
nia, 





Upon investigation months 
ago by Albany authorities the City 
Council deemed it not necessary that 
Albany join the abatement district. 
Investigators for the city said they 
could find no necessity of spending 
several hundred dollars of the tax- 
payers money for a non-existent 
reason. Included in the report to the 
Council was the statement that— 
mosquitos found in Albany were 
‘migrants’ from neighboring districts.

However, since that time two un- 
derground street vaults—one at the 
corner of Key Route Boulevard ana 
Marin Avenue and the other at the 
corner of Ramona and Marin Aye- 
inspected by abatement au- 
thorities and found to contain larvae 
and many ‘adult’ mosquitos. This 
investigation was made upon receipt 
of many complaints, according to 
Harold F. Gray, engineer for the 
Alameda County Mosquito Abate- 
ment District.
